They have been moved fre- 
quently to make sure they, have not 
faleln under rebel influence. Conse- 
quently the administration is confi- 
dent that no rebel demonstration of 
any consequence can develop in the 
valley to which nearly all of Central 
China is tributary. 


Opinion of Press. 
Chinese papers published in foreign 
concessions are almost unanimous in 
declaring this is an unfortunate time 
for the discussion of an empire. They 
believe the project should be abandon- 
ed until after the end of the European 
war because of the importance of for- 
eipn interests in China. 
. • 
The Central China Post of Hankow, 
which is published by Englishmen and 
is probably the most influential, daily, 
in the supper Yang-tse-kiang valley, in 
a recent editorial expressed the opin- 
ion .that the re-establishment of. the 
monarchy will not give rise to a re- 
bellion in South China, as has been 
predicted by some leaders. 
The edi- 
torial says: "The great masses will 
be perfectly content to vote the presi- 
dent as many, or as great, titles as he 
may wish for, rather than risk dis- 
turbances. 
They will meet again to 
express their congratulations to Em- 
peror Yuan, as readily as they did 
when he appointed himself practically 
permanent president. 
As for the ir- 
reconsilables, we may take it for grant- 
ed they are being closely watched and 
will be given no opportunity to lift 
up their horns. As to foreigners, it is 
not a matter in which they can inter- 
fere." 


Change Apparent. 
In reviewing recent events which 
presaged the return to a monarchy, 
the same editorial mentions President. 
Yuan's offering sacrifices at the Tem- 
ple of Heaven as the first indication 
of his intention 
to restore the old 
order. This was followed by govern- 
mental approval of Confucius' teach- 
ings, which hold that a state cannot 
exist without an emperor. Yuan Shi- 
kai .next extended 
the 
presidential 
term to ten years and made it pos- 
sible for him to make his own succes- 
sor. All these were natural forerun- 
ners, in the opinion of the Central 
China Post, of the new peace preser- 
vation society which is advocating the 
definite abandonment of the republic.

CAN MAKE DRUGS IN 


WISCONSIN SHORTLY 


Wisconsin may become one of the 
principal drug producing states of the 
union,'according to Edward Haeuber, 
secretary-treasurer of the Wisconsin 
.Pharmaceutical 
association, 
which 
conducts a drug factory on Biddle 
street, Milwaukee. 
Through the Wisconsin Druggists' 
association the pharmaceutical experi- 
ment station was established at the 
University of Wisconsin about five 
years ago. 
Since then Wisconsin 
weeds have been analyzed and plants 
classified. Then came the war, bring- 
ing high prices on all foreign drugs— 
and most drugs- are 
from foreign 
countries—and further interest in the 
experiments was aroused.

Production of Thymol. 
'Thyme, one of the commonest Wis- 
consin weeds," said Mr. Raeu-jer, 
produces- thymol, which has gone to 
almost prohibitive prices -since the 
war began. 
The caraway plant also 
produces thymol. Of course, neither 
Plant has been developed. But they 
will be. Both are common, the thyme 
looking something akin to the wild 
peppermint plant,, and growing along 
fences and road sides.

his passports to Dr. Dumba without 
waitine for his official recall by his 
own government. 
When it. became 


known that Dr. Dumba's recall had 
been requested, that official haci the 
temerity to issue a public letter to 
the secretary of state which amount- 
ed to an appeal to the people against 
the administration and which consti- 
tuted a flagrant violation of diplo- 
matic etiquette. Foreign ambassadors 
anc; ministers accredited to Washing- 
ton are here virtually as guests of this 
nation. They enjoy immunity from 
taxes and from arrest and other privi- 
leges which could be accorded them 
only as guests, and they are under 
obligations to treat the government to 
which they are accredited with the ut- 
most consideration and respect. 
Dr. 


Dumba's offense was tantamount to 
the action of a man who, as a guest 
in another's house, appealed to his 
host's children against their father. 
And now comes the text of the letter 
which Dr. Dumba sent home in which 
he .refers to President Wilson as "self- 
willed" and as an "intransigeant." 
When the Spanish Minister, Du Puy 
de Lome, referred to President Me- 
KJnley, in a private letter, as "a pot- 
house politician," he was promptly 
handed his passports, and when Lord 
Sackville West, the British minister, 
advised a friend in a private letter to 
vote the republican ticket as better 
for the interests of the United States 
than the democratic doctrine of tariff 
for revenue only. President Cleveland 
sent him his.passports without a mo- 
ment's hesitation. Patriotic Ameri- 
cans, therefore, fear that the

made by the committee on rural com- 
munities to the national social service 
commission. 
C. J. Qalpin, secretary 


of the Wisconsin Country Life asso- 
ciation, is the chairman .of this com- 
mittee. 
The committee was author- 
ized more than a year ago to make 
a study of types of successful rural 
churches in the United States. 
The 
investisatiou was carried on over a i 
period of four months and out of this ; 
survey came the 
following definite I 
suggestions: 
| 


"That an order of American volun- i 
teers be established. That summer 
schools ot religion for country pastors 
be started; that country seminaries be 
termed and that a board of strategy 
on parish development be chosen." 
In recent years the country school 
has been undergoing a steady, evolu- 
tion. changing from 
the 
little one 


teacher box school house to one adapt- 
ed to the needs of its community and 
innjany instances to tbe larger con- 
solidated school, graded and supplied 
with several teachers 
with 
special 
qualifications. Similarly the preachers 
of tbe_ future, according 
to this re- 
ot only be land wise, but 


command 
thorough re- 
spect must be conversant, with ad- 
vanced country life problems, 
Th« country- pastor must exhibit 
an intelligent constructive method in 
his work,'1 Bays the report. "He must 
not only put in full time as a work- 
ingmnn now is expected to work, but 
r.he owl of efficient method must sit 
on his spade." 


The report criticise the theological 
seminaries of the last generation be- 
cause of their eagerness to place their 
men in city pastorates.
